Claims 1, 3-13, and 29 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to 
the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821.04(B), claims 19-22, directed to the 
process of making or using an allowable product, and claims 23-28, directed 
towards a combination comprising an allowable subcombination, previously 
withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are hereby 
rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 
1 .142 have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the 
Office action mailed on September 12, 2007 is hereby withdrawn. In view of 
the withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the rejoined inventions, 
applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is 
allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional 
statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the 
instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions 
of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1 , 
1 21 5, 1 70 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ).

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There 
is nothing in the prior art of record to teach or suggest the claimed compound of 
formula (I). The closest prior art is Jaeger et al. (US Pat. 3,351 ,61 7). Jaeger et 
al. teaches a compound of the formula

et al. does not teach a compound having multiple unsaturated groups in the 
polymer. Billington et al. teaches the reaction of a polyhydric alcohol with at 
least four hydroxyl groups with at least three of the hydroxyl groups esterified 
with an acrylate (2:62-66 and 3:19-36) and a phosphorous containing compound 
(2:62-66). 

However, as the applicant has established (pages 8-9) there would not be a 
reasonable expectation of success when modifying the acrylamide reactant of 
Jaeger et al. to include a branching point. As Hubner et al. shows, the reaction 
between a methylol acrylamide and a carbamide relies on the resonance structure 
between the amine and carbon atom (Scheme 3). Altering the compound of 
Jaeger et al. to add a branch point between the acrylamide and methylol groups 
would eliminate this structure. Therefore, a person having ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of invention would not expect to arrive at the claimed compound 
using the proposed modification of Jaeger et al.
